An Important Decision by Judge 


Van in Chicago. 


During tbe past month Judge Vail baa 


been kept in Chicago hearing evidence 
in an important litigation Tbe Tt ibune 
to-day gives tbe summing up ot the case 
«e follows: 


Judge Vail yesterday gave his decision 


in the case ot Roes vs. White, involving 
an estate estimated to be worth $2,000,- 
000 About fifteen years ago Alexander 
White died, leaving no will. The prop- 
erty was distributed among the various 
hem.

White, the youngest daughter, 
married Alexander Boss of New York 
This marriage iras contrary to the wish 
of tbe mother and the rest of the heirs 
and at the mother's death it was found 
that Annie C. had been entirely ignored 
in the will. Annie C. also died and wilted 
her property to Aleiander Ross, her hus- 
band. The will was probated m New 
York and a proceeding was brought m 
the circuit court of this county to have 
the deed of Annie C to her mother set 
aside. 


Judge Vail held that there was no con- 


sideration given tor the deed from Annie 
0 to her mother, Ann White, and that It 
was given solely for the purpose of con- 
venience, He, therefore, ordered an ac- 
counting to be taken end the cause waa 
referred to Master in Obanaery Butler 
tor that purpose. 


Tbe cause has been on hearing tor a 


month and been watched with great in- 
terest by tbe legal fraternity.

Wheat Yield Will Be Larger Thau 


Was Expected Early in the 


Season. 


A crop bulletin was teened Monday by 


the secretary ot the state board of agri- 
culture, baaed on reports made to the 
board August 1 
Tbe bulletin Aye: 


The area of winter wheat foe harvest waa 
larger than was anticipated earlier in the 
season. On BE estimated area ot 1,395,- 
146 acres, IMS tbe area winter killed, tbe 
average yield per acre throughout the 
state was eighteen bnahele, making a 
total winter wheat crop of 32331,718 
bushel*. 
The average yield per acre of 


spring wheat ie fifteen bushels. The area 
devoted to oats was 2,737,538 acres, and 
the total yield ia estimated at 93,314,515 
bushels, The condition of the corn crop 
is estimated at 23 per cent, ot a seasonable 
condition.
